A BIG RAID. 


Three Distilleries and Seven Thousand Gal- 
lous of Mash Destroyed. 

Several days ago Deputy Colleetors Colquitt, 
Scott and Garrison left Atlanta to make a raid 
through certain portions of Cherokee county, 
which were reported to be thickly infested with 
illicit distilleries. 
en Last Wednesday night they made the raid. 
By information preyiously obtained they hail 
ascertained the locality of three illicit distil- 
leries and they were found witheut arty con- 
siderable difficulty. Nobody was at the distil- 
lerles when they were raided, but the 
officers approached the place they caught 
climpses Of men riding and running through 
the woods at a desperate pace. A citizen who 
met the officers just before the distilleries were 
reached that lie had never 
seen such a commotion in the woeds in that 
yart of the county. The distilleries captured 
were much larger than are usually operated by 
woonshiners. Their proprietors were not only 
men of boldness, but they had the merns to 
operate on big plans, All three of these moon- 
shine dens were well construct- 
ed and neatly concealed. They had 
not been long completed, but they were pre- 
pared for heavy work. ‘The officers found no- 
body in or around the distilleries, but evidently 
they had not long been deserted. In the three 
distilleries was found about seven thousand 
gallons of mash and low wines, which with 
the machinery, was destroyed by the officers. 
The remnants of the stills will be brought to 
Atlanta and sold by the collector. 

Five persons have been arrested for alleged 
complicity in the manufacture of iHieit liqror at 
these raided stalls. :
